During the recent excavations ID 


the historic ground of Abbey lane, 
:Athlone, Ireland, for the commonplace 
purpose of constructing a sewer, some 
remarkable finds were made by the 
excavating party.

There were no symptoms of coffins, 
but several skulls .and bones
